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Neither Brittca nor Cobb disclose these features. Specifically, neither Britten nor 
Cobb tuach or suggest maintaining n registry comprising zero or more entries 
corresponding to inbound flows from other nodes, eaeh of the entries containing tl.e 
originaling node identifier accompanying the corresponding inbound How and a local 
node identifier identifying the local node, the local node identifier being used to identify 
the local node in outbound transaction nows to other nodes resulting from the inbound 
flow, Cobb recites a system for applying object oriented programming techniques to 
procedural code without modifying the procedural code or related applications. The 
Cobb reference is not applicable to the in.stant application. 

Assuming, arguendo, that the Cobb reference is generally related to the instant 
application, it does not teach, alone or in combination with Britten, the features of the 
applicants claim 16. Specineally. the transaction context of Cobb is not equivalent to the 
regi.stry recited in claim 16. ITic registry recited in claim 16 contains entries 
corresponding lo inbound flows from other nodes. Moreover, unlike the instant 
application, the Cobb reference is directed to nested transactions. Thus, Cobb does not 
recite '^ registry comprising zero or more entries corresponding to inbound flows from 
olher nodes. . .the entries containing the originating node identifier accompanying the 
corresponding inbound flow and a local node identifier identifying the local node. 
Additionally, the transaction context 132 of the Cobb reference does not recite identiiying 
the local node in outbound transaction flows to other nodes resulting from U^o inbound 
flow a., suggested by the Uxaminer. Accordingly, The Applicants submit Uiat the claim 
16 is patentable over Cobb. As Britten and Cobb do not leach or suggest each and every 
feature of Applicants claim 16. claim 1 6 is patentable over these references. 

Claim 17 depends from what is an allowable claim 1 6. For at least this reason, 
the Applicants submit that claim 1 7 is in condition for allowance. Reconsideration of the 
oulstanding rejection is respectfully requested. 

Applicants- newly added claims 1 8 and 26 recite a method and system for 
utili'/ing a path-sensitive branch registry for cyclic distributed transactions including . . .a 
plurality of nodes in a cyclic distribution tree, the plurality of nodes include a superior

Neither Britten nor Cobb disclose these features. Specifically, the eitcd art 
reference., do aot teach assigning a unique transaction branch qualifter to a subordn^ate 
node when a superior node's global tree identification and branch qualiller a.c not found 
in the registry oFtho node. Dy ..signing a unique branch qualifier at each subordinate 
.ode through the distributed transaction tree, the cyclic distribution tree becon,es aeychc 
a,at the tcnninating subordinate node is assigned a new brunch qualifier than what w.. 
originally assigned at the time the flow is received from the superior node at the 
.oginnin. of the cyclic ilow. As Britten and Cobb do not recite these fean.es, the 
Applicants submit that claims 1 8 and 26 are in condition for allowance. Clauns 19-25 
,I.nd fron. clain. 18 and claims 27-33 depend from claim 26. For at least those reasons, 
the Appheants submit that claims 19-25 and 27-33 arc in condition for allowance. 
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No new matter has been tjnlcrcd and no additional fees arc believed to be rcqiurcd.
